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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 2 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Ter-Organesian. 

Ter-Organesian shows' a vehicle lamp, which includes a base 12 including a reflector 18 
with a plurality of particles 36 provided thereon and a center protrusion 26 for reflecting 
light from a ring of light emitting diodes (LEDs) spaced around the open end of the 
reflector. A light-transmitting member 14 is positioned over the open end of the base 
12. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Ter-Organesian. 
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Ter-Organesian shows a protrusion 26 at the center of the reflector 18. Ter-Organesian 
states that while a conical protuberance is shown in figure 1 , it is contemplated that 
other configurations could be used (see paragraph 0019). It is obviously within the 
scope of the invention taught by Ter-Organesian the other shapes could be used for the 
protrusion including an oval or arcuate surface depending on the desired reflection 
pattern. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable overTer- 
Organesian in view of English et al. 

Ter-Organesian teaches using either red or amber LEDs in the vehicle light 
assembly (see paragraph 0024). English et al teaches that it is known in the art to use 
multiple colored LEDs in a vehicle lamp with the LEDs mounted above the reflector and 
directing light to the reflector surface to emit light through a light-transmitting member 82 
(see paragraph 0021 ). It would be obvious to one skilled in the art that Ter-Organesian 
could be modified to vary the light emitting characteristics of the light assembly in the 
same manner as taught by English et al because both lighting devices are using LEDs 
and different colored lights would provide more uses for the lamp assembly.
